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The  University  of  Dubuque  was  founded  by  the  Rev.  Adrian  Van  Vliet  in  1852  in 
order  to  provide  ministry  for  the  large  amount  of  ministers  arriving  in  the  midwest.  The 
school  has  been  called  various  things  throughout  the  years  but  received  its  current  name  in 
1916,  when  it  had  to  drop  “German  out  of  its  name  due  to  anti-German  sentiment  during 
the  war. 

UD  continued  to  expand  throughout  the  50s  and  60s  when  new  buildings  were  cre- 
ated, such  as  Goldthorp,  Donnell  ancTCassat,  Smith,  and  McCormick  Gym.  Vet,  after  this 
high  point  in  the  progression  of  UD,  it  hit  a rough  patch  of  funding  and  accreditation  prob- 
lems in  1999.  Many  staff  members  were  told  they  would  lose  their  positions  because  of  a 
lack  of  financial  resources.  A generous  donation  from  Charles  C.  Myers  to  redo  the  library 
and  add  to  the  collection  was  a major  turning  and  saving  point  for  the  university.  Since  then 
the  campus  has  continued  to  increase  in  population,  programs,  and  buildings.  More  dona- 
tions from  Myers  and  Joe  Chlapaty  have  helped  to  ensure  that  the  university  will  thrive  on. 
Donations  such  as  these  helped  create  the  Myers  building  and  the  soon-to-be  Recreation 
and  Wellness  Center.  Just  remember  that  because  of  all  us  our  campus  has  grown  and  will 
continue  to  make  strong  progressions.  This  is  why  we  must  document  our  school’s  history, 
so  we  may  remember  where  we  were,  where  we  are  now, and  where  our  dreams  are  taking 
us.

The  2007-2008  season 
seemed  to  be  a very  promis- 
ing one  as  the  Spartan  football 
team  had  130  athletes  ready  to 
go.  The  Spartans  returned  23 
seniors,  including  the  nations 
leading  tackier  and  pre-season, 
All-American  Mark  Mashburn 
along  with  an  offensive  core  of 
seasoned  veterans. 

The  Spartans  opened 
the  season  with  a eye  opening 
38-0  blowout  over  the  Rockford 
College  Regents.  The  intensity 
and  eagerness  carried  over  into 
the  next  game  as  the  Spartans 
ranked  29th  in  the  nation.  At  that 
time  they  jumped  to  an  early 
lead  with  Central  College  Dutch. 
The  two  closely  matched  quads 
would  battle  their  way  through 
three  overtimes  before  it  would 
be  settled.  The  battle  was  hard 
fought  but  the  Spartans  could  not 
defeat  the  Dutch,  losing  34-37. 

The  season  had  its  ups 
and  downs,  but  was  the  best 
season  since  1980,  with  the 
Spartans  finishing  third  in  confer- 
ence with  a 7-3  record.  Senior 
quarterback,  Jermar  Jackson 
capped  off  his  career  total  with 
10,148  passing  yards.  He  would 
rank  18th  in  the  NCAA  statistics 
for  total  career  yards.  The  ac- 
colades wouldn’t  stop  there  as 
Jackson  was  named  MVP  at 
the  36th  Annual  Aztec  Bowl  at 
Estadio  Olimpico  Universitario 
in  Chihuahua,  Mexico.  Jackson 
was  only  the  second  Spartan  to 
be  selected  to  the  bowl,  joining 
Walner  Belleus  who  played  in 
2006.

In  2007,  the  UD  Women’s  Soc- 
cer Team  accomplished  their  greatest 
season  in  program  history.  Their  13-5-2 
record  placed  them  fourth  in  the  Iowa 
Conference,  and  boasted  notable  con- 
ference wins  against  Simpson,  Cornell, 
Coe,  and  Buena  Vista  University.  An- 
chored by  young  talent,  the  team  was 
led  in  goals  and  assists  by  Chelsea 
Kittleson  with  11  goals  (G)  and  11  as- 
sists (A)  followed  closely  by  fellow  fresh- 
men Maddy  Mobile  (7G,  6A)  and  Emily 
Azinger  (9G,  4A),  and  Sidney  Rangel 
(5G,  5A).  Defensively,  junior  Ashley  Bus- 
san gave  some  veteran  leadership  to 
the  back  line  who  posted  an  average  of 
1 .5  goals-against  per  game.

With  the  ma- 
jority of  the  course  consisting  of  hills  and  tall 
grass,  the  men  were  surprised  when  discover- 
ing they  averaged  their  best  time  as  a team 
and  all  but  one  runner  had  a personal  best 
time  for  the  year.  The  men  were  led  by  fresh- 
man Aaron  Ewinger  (29:07)  followed  by  Andres 
Verduzco  (30:05),  Thomas  Goad  (30:25),  Jon 
Erickson  (30:57),  David  McAlexander  (32:20), 
Josh  Fechan  (32:25),  Freddy  Frick  (33:29),  and 
Cody  Alsip  (33:39).  The  Spartans  had  a team 
spread  of  just  2:32  and  an  average  time  of 
30:34.80. 

The  Spartans  finished  9th  at  the  con- 
ference meet.  The  Spartans  competed  in  the 
final  race  of  the  season  on  November  10  at  the 
NCAA  Division  III  Regional  Championship  in 
Northfield,  Minnesota  “We  had  a great  group 
of  guys  this  year;  a small  group,  but  one  of  the 
best  I have  ever  known.

Coming  into  the  2007-2008  season,  the 
University  of  Dubuque  Spartans  depended  heav- 
ily on  the  leadership  of  Seniors  Jena  Goedken  and 
Amber  Rippentrop.  The  Spartans  welcomed  eight 
new  freshmen  coming  from  different  parts  of  the 
region  such  as  Iowa,  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  and  even 
Germany.  The  team  is  loaded  with  diversity  and  that 
is  a key  component  for  any  team. 

The  Spartans  opened  up  the  season  beat- 
ing Earlham  3-0  with  scores  of  30-28,  30-13,  and 
30-20.  That  hard  work  and  competitive  attitude 
didn’t  change  much  at  the  end  of  the  season  as 
they  defeated  cross  town  rival  Loras  College  3-0 
with  scores  of  30-21, 30-28,  and  30-26.  McCormick 
Gymnasium  was  near  full  capacity  during  Home- 
coming week  and  the  Spartans  played  one  of  their 
best  matches  of  the  year  and  cruised  to  a quick 
victory  in  just  over  an  hour  and  a half.  This  was  a 
special  night  for  Jena  Goedken  as  she  exploded  hei 
way  past  the  2,000  career  plateau  on  senior  night 
and  ended  the  night  with  2,007  (613  on  the  season) 
Amber  Rippentrop  also  played  her  final  home  match 
of  the  season  and  was  finding  the  open  offensive 
player  all  evening  as  she  finished  with  45  of  the 
teams  47  set  assists. 

This  game  led  to  an  intriguing  outcome  help- 
ing the  Spartans  clinch  one  of  the  two  final  spots 
in  the  MAC  tournament.  Jena  Goedken  and  Amber 
Rippentrop  both  ended  their  collegiate  careers  on  a 
high  note  receiving  conference  honors.  Jena  Goed- 
ken was  honored  as  a Second  Team  All-Conference 
player  and  Amber  Rippentrop  was  named  to  the 
All-Conference  Honorable  Mention  team.  Goedken 
ended  the  season  ranked  12th  in  the  nation  with 
five  kills  per  game  and  14th  in  blocks  that  averaged

November  1 , 2007  the  Spartans  were 
held  to  a 29.6  percent  shooting  rate  from 
the  floor  but  were  defeated  66-38.  “We 
took  some  positives  from  this  game.  We 
stayed  close  in  rebounds.  Obviously, 

Iowa  State  has  a lot  of  athleticism  that 
we  won’t  see  again  this  year.  We  have  to 
do  some  things  differently  and  we  have 
to  value  the  ball  more,”  stated  first-year 
coach  Robbie  Sieverding.  Adversity  is 
what  all  winners  and  losers  go  through, 
thus  the  defeat  didn’t  slow  the  Spartans. 

The  Spartans  started  the  sea- 
son slow  going  0-3,  but  then  gained  five 
consecutive  conference  wins.  The  men’s 
basketball  team  was  predicted  to  finish 
8th  in  conference  play,  but  fought  hard 
and  made  big  strides  to  land  the  4th  spot 
in  the  MAC.  The  4th  place  finish  was  the 
highest  finish  since  the  1992-93  season, 
which  is  nearly  a two  decade  drought. 

The  accomplishments  kept  flowing  as  the 
Spartans  won  their  first  conference  tour- 
nament game  against  Central  College. 
Senior  Tyler  Daugherty  was  named  First 
Team  All-Conference  for  the  second  sea- 
son in  a row  and  freshman  Taylor  Blum 
was  named  to  the  Honorable  Mention 
Team. 

Tyler  Daugherty  for  the  second 
consectutive  season  was  named  to  the 
D3hoops.com  All-Region  Team.  Daugh- 
terty  ranks  5th  all-time  in  scoring  at  UD 
with  1,724  points,  2nd  all-time  in  as- 
sists with  354,  and  has  the  most  three 
point  baskets  in  a career  with  255.  The 
three  time  All-Iowa  Conference  player 
stated, ”lt’s  a great  honor  to  be  named 
D3hoops  All-Region.  I’ve  enjoyed  my  four 
years  here  at  the  UD.”

The  Spartans  started  and  ended 
the  season  with  challenges.  November 
16-17,  the  Spartans  traveled  to  Wilming- 
ton College  for  the  Wilmington  Tip-Off 
tournament  and  faced  the  first  challeng- 
es of  the  season,  playing  #22  ranked 
Wilmington  College.  New  head  coach 
Mark  Noll  stated,  “The  goal  this  sea- 
son was  to  have  the  team  to  never  be 
worked  out  and  to  toughen  up  their  ap- 
proach to  the  mental  part  of  the  game.” 
Noll  wants  his  team  to  practice  100%  so 
the  game  comes  easy  and  this  strategy 
has  proven  to  be  successful. 

Senior  Jennifer  Bell  ended  the 
season  averaging  10.7  points  and  7.8 
rebounds  per  game,  while  the  Spartans 
leading  scorer  Jennifer  Nichols  averaged 
16.2  points  and  5.7  rebounds.  Freshman 
and  Sophomore  duo  respectively,  Tena 
Stark  and  Katelyn  Herrman  made  huge 
contributions  throughout  the  year,  both 
averaging  around  six  points  and  4 re- 
bounds a game  with  around  20  minutes 
per  game.  Point  Guard  sensation  Court- 
ney Musser  averaged  over  six  assists  a 
game  handling  the  ball  for  the  Spartans 
all  year.  The  Spartans  ended  the  season 
with  a 14-13  record,  tying  for  the  sec- 
ond most  wins  in  a season  after  losing 
to  Simpson  College  67-93,  in  front  of  a 
packed  crowd  of  over  750  intense  fans. 

Courtney  Musser  and  Jennifer

For  the  first  time  in  18  years,  the  Uni- 
versity of  Dubuque  Wrestling  Team  earned 
NCAA  All-American  honors  at  the  2008 
NCAA  Division  III  Wrestling  Championships. 
Sophomore  Josh  Terrell  (157  lbs.),  came  in 
to  the  tournament,  and  earned  his  first  NCAA 
All-American  honor  at  157  pounds  by  plac- 
ing fourth  in  the  nation.  Terrell  lost  his  first 
match  but  responded  back  from  the  loss 
to  win  four  straight  matches  at  the  NCAA 
Championships  including  wins  over  Beau 
Hanson  (Augsburg),  #5  seeded  Erik  Hanson 
(Loras),  Andrew  Goldstein  (Gettysburg),  and 
#6  seeded  Takafumi  Hasimoto  (New  York 
University)  before  losing  to  Ryan  Herwig 
(Delaware  Valley)  in  the  3rd  place  champion- 
ship match. 

Sophomore  Evan  Brown  (174  lbs.) 
came  in  and  faced  #3  seeded  Kyle  Van- 
derhyde  (Olivet)  in  the  first  round.  Brown 
fell  short  in  the  closing  seconds  losing  by  a 
7-5  decision.  Brown  responded  back  with  a 
dominating  15-4  decision  over  #6  seeded 
Phil  Moenkedick  (Concordia  - Moorhead). 
Brown  then  lost  by  a decision  to  #8  seeded 
Jerome  Owens  (Johnson  & Wales)  in  the 
match  which  determined  the  NCAA  All-Amer- 
ican honors. 

“Josh  Terrell  and  Evan  Brown  are 
both  mentally  tough.  Josh  showed  a lot  of 
mental  toughness  coming  back  from  a loss 
and  winning  four  straight  matches  in  the 
NCAA  Championships.  Evan  Brown  com- 
peted in  over  55  matches  this  year  and  can 
wrestle  through  adversity.  He’s  about  as 
mentally  tough  as  they  come.  These  two 
wrestlers  are  helping  to  lay  the  foundation 
for  others  on  our  team  to  accomplish  their 
goals  at  UD.  It’s  an  exciting  time  for  our 
program  - you  can  feel  the  confidence  of  our 
wrestlers  growing.  Both  of  our  NCAA  quali- 
fiers are  young.  We  have  a lot  of  young  tal- 
ent on  our  team  and  enough  time  to  prepare 
these  young  men  to  win  an  NCAA  Team  title 
before  they  graduate,”  stated  UD  Wrestling 
head  coach  Jon  McGovern. 

The  team  finished  22nd  nationally  in 
rankings  and  27th  academically.

The  Spartans  men’s  tennis  team 
looked  forward  to  Spring  Break  when 
they  headed  to  warmer  climates  to  face 
#2  Emory  University  at  the  Annual  Clem- 
son  Invitational  in  Clemson/Hilton  Head, 
S.C.  This  was  a true  test  that  gauged 
how  the  Spartans  performed  physically 
during  the  early  stages  of  the  Spring 
season.  During  the  season,  the  Spartans 
won  out  against  Simpson  and  Loras. 

As  a team,  UD  took  5th  place 
in  the  Iowa  Conference.  However,  the 
Spartans  still  made  this  season  one  for 
the  record  books.  In  Coach  Billy  Porter’s 
3rd  year  as  head  coach  of  the  men’s 
team,  the  Spartans  finished  with  a record 
of  15-4  overall  and  5-2  in  the  Iowa  Con- 
ference giving  Coach  Porter  an  overall 
career  record  35-21,  giving  him  the 
most  wins  for  a tennis  coach  at  UD.  The 
Spartan  men’s  tennis  team  finished  their 
record  breaking  2008  season  on  a high 
note  as  they  captured  the  B flight  title  for 
singles  and  doubles,  along  with  the  C 
Flight  singles  title  at  the  Iowa  Conference 
Tournament. 

On  an  individual  basis  the  Spar- 
tans had  four  student-athletes  who  fin- 
ished the  year  with  13  or  more  wins  in 
singles  play  with  David  Jacobson  at  13-3 
and  a C Flight  Conference  Title,  Corey

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The  University  of  Dubuque  Spartan 
baseball  team  started  the  season  compet- 
ing in  the  Russ  Matt  Invitational,  resulting  in 
four  losses.  A week  later  the  Spartan’s  se- 
nior infielder,  Alex  Martinez  earned  baseball 
player  of  the  week  honors.  Martinez  opened 
the  season  going  13-for-31  at  the  plate  with 
three  doubles,  two  triples,  seven  runs  scored, 
and  13  RBIs.  Martinez  posted  three-hit  games 
twice,  including  a 3-for-4  performance  with 
four  RBI’s  and  three  runs  scored  in  a double- 
header. 

One  accomplishment  was  the  victory 
over  the  Loras  Duhawks,  sweeping  them  2-1 
during  the  third  week  of  April.  The  Spartans 
captured  another  win  during  the  week  of  April 
21 , beating  the  Knights  of  Wartburg  College 
in  game  one  before  losing  in  game  two  by  a 
score  of  4-2.  The  Spartans  finished  the  year 
14-25  overall  and  narrowly  missed  claiming 
the  final  MAC  tournament  spot  with  a 7-16 
mark.  UD  finished  the  year  hitting  .300  as  a 
team  and  were  led  by  Danny  Cantu’s  .408 
hitting  average  in  39  games.  The  Spartans 
scored  219  runs  and  finished  with  350  hits 
overall.  They  successfully  stole  54-68  bases 
and  threw  out  17  attempts  with  catcher  Ron 
Manthe  leading  the  team  with  eight.  Alex 
Larson  threw  out  5 out  of  17  attempts  as  a 
catcher.  He  finished  the  season  hitting  .333 
which  was  fourth  on  the  squad.  Cody  Doonan 
led  UD  on  the  mound  with  a 3.91  ERA  and  an 
overall  record  of  4-6.  He  pitched  73.2  innings 
and  walked  28  batters  while  striking  out  a new 
UD  record  of  69  batters  in  a season.

UD  ended  their  trip  with 
night  game  against  powerhouse  Calvin 
ollege  and  took  the  victory  5-2  to  complete 
he  perfect  pre-season  trip. 

The  eight  victories  were  split  among 
our  players  who  each  took  two  wins  on  the 
ound.  Sophomore  Katie  Golien  led  the 
Spartans  with  29  strikeouts  in  18  innings 
after  making  four  appearances.  She  also 
earned  a save  for  UD.  The  start  of  the  sea- 
son brought  much  promise.  The  Spartans 
iowever  didn’t  finish  the  season  as  well  as 
(they  started,  but  still  gave  it  their  all,  finishi- 
ng with  a victory  over  Elmhurst  College 
oy  a score  of  6-5  and  5-3.

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The  women’s  track  team  finished 
the  season  taking  second  in  the  MAC 
Conference  Championships,  while  the  men 
finished  seventh.  Both  teams  had  major 
honors.  Jeanriles  Metezier,  a junior,  was 
named  Performer  of  the  Week  for  men’s 
outdoor  track  and  field.  Metezier  placed 
in  the  top  four  in  three  events  at  the  Nike 
Impact  Sports/UW-Platteville  Invitational. 
He  was  part  of  the  winning  4x100  relay 
(42.18),  was  runner-up  in  the  100  (11.14), 
and  was  a member  of  the  fourth-place 
4x400  meter  relay  (3:27.49),  in  which  he 
ran  a 50.70  split.  Orlando  Walton  was  also 
honored  with  Athlete  of  the  Week  honors 
this  season.  Walton,  a junior,  qualified  for 
the  2008  NCAA  Division  III  Championships 
in  the  100  meter  dash  with  a winning  time 
of : 1 0.59.  Metezier  and  Anthony  Jenkins 
also  joined  Walton  in  qualifying  for  the 
NCAA  Championships.  Metezier  in  the  100 
meter  dash,  won  second  behind  Walton. 
Whereas,  Jenkins  qualified  as  a triple 
jumper. 

The  University  of  Dubuque  men’s 
track  team  tied  for  25th  in  the  overall 
standings  with  11  points  at  the  2008  NCAA 
Division  III  Outdoor  National  Champion- 
ships. The  Spartans  claimed  two  All-Amer- 
icans with  Orlando  Walton  placing  third  in 
the  100-meter  dash  (10.72  seconds)  and 
teammate  Anthony  Jenkins  leaping  to  a 
fourth  place  in  the  triple  jump  (48-0  1/2; 
14.64  meters). 

Kate  Swift  and  Rhiannon  Coffey 
both  finished  exceptionally  well  in  the  con- 
ference championship.

College  Republicans  are  moderate  and  conservative  students  who  come  together  to  help  elect  Republi- 
can candidates,  support  the  Republican  agenda,  and/or  become  the  future  leaders  of  the  conservative  move- 
ment.

First  named  The 
Cue,  by  contest  winner  Dorothy  Banks,  the  newspaper 
began  as  a four-page,  four  column  black  and  white 
weekly  paper.  Today,  now  named  The  Belltower,  our 
newspaper  is  a four-color,  12-page  publication  resem- 
bling a magazine  more  than  a newspaper,  it  is  pub- 
lished monthly,  not  weekly,  and  has  a staff  of  nine 
on  the  editorial  staff,  three  staff  writers,  and  several 
contributors.  We  have  covered  stories  from  opening 
convocation  and  groundbreaking  for  the  new  athletic 
complex,  published  wonderful  sports  articles  covering 
our  on-the-rise  sports  teams,  covered  bomb  scares, 
Wendt  Conferences,  cartoons  (that  probably  would 
never  have  been  published  in  1938!!)  advice  for  the 
lovelorn  (same  here!);  student  fairs,  critiqued  movies, 
music  and  video  games  - always  with  our  mission  in 
mind.  Although  we  hold  strongly  to  the  journalist  code 
of  ethics  to  be  truthful,  non-biased  and  professional.
